Mr. Ewen is a Chicago engineer d for 
several years has had charge of the con- 
struction of many big buildings in the down- 
town district. The process of subconstruc- 
tian which he alleges is being infringed was 
patented by him in January, 1903, His method 
of excavating under buildings was so bold 
in its originality and appeared to be attended 
with such risks that at first no architect 
would put it into operation. It finally, how- 


ever, was used in constructing the Chicago 
Savings Bank building, Madison and State 
streets, undertaken by 4 Bros., and be-

Necessity Within Loop Area- 


The suceessful completion of the two big 
structurés proved that the Ewen method of 
subconstruction was not only practicable, 
but almost a matter of necessity in the large 
modern buildings within the loop area. The 
inventor estimates that his method saves 
from three to four months in the time of con- 
struction, and about 10 per cent of the total 
cost of the building. 

The application of the new method to the 
future building operations in Chicago will 
have far reaching effects, the inventor de- 
clare’, and will be of incalculable value not 
only to property owners whose real estate 
will. be enhanced in value but to the city 
at large by practically lowering the street 
level so that the major part of the heavy 
traffic may be conducted In the tunnel forty- 
three feet below the street and leaving 
the thoroughfares to the pyplic. It also will 
increase the available floor area Haast the 
loop by three stories, 


Under the old method of excavation the 
task of digging basements to a depth of 
“forty-three feet would have been almost in- 
surmountable, eren without counting the 
loss of time. The Hwen system of building 
“substructures is the exact reverse of the 
old method. Instead of making excavations 
first, it leaves the earth until the super- 
structure ig well along. 

The old method made excavations first and 
then inserted the retaining walls and the 
building in the excavated area. The Ewen 


process leaves intact the core of earth until 


a surrounding wall has been built. The 
earth then is taken out and a subbasement 
steel frame is inserted, begiyning at the 
street level and working down. Under the 
old system gravity walls are necessary 
to support surrounding buildings. These 
grow broader as they go deeper and render 
useless a large amount of valuable space. 
Under the Ewen process the supporting walls 
are of the same thickness throughout their 
entire depth, making it possible to utilize 
every foot of underground space. 

Five buildings: soon to be erected will use 
the Ewen process. They are the Boston 
store addition, the American Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank building, the Borland block, Mar- 
shall Field building, and Rothschild’s.
